TRAINER’S BIG SALARY.

Joyner to Receive $20,000 for Next
Year's Work From Paget.

“Jack” Joyner is now the highest-priced
trainer in the United States, if not in the
world. He signed a contract at Saratoga
yesterday to take charge of and devolop
the thoroughbred yearlings that Sydney
Paget bought this spring. For this he will
receive $20,000 a year, the largest amount
ever pald to a man to traln horses,

Sydney Paget, who has been ill for nearly
two months from Injuries received during
the Boer war, pald his first visit to the
Baratoga track yesterday. He sought out
Joyner, and, after a short conversation,
the latter accepted the terms offered to
train Mr. Paget's horses next year. Under
the terms of the contraet Joyner will take
charge of the vearlings the 1st of Decem-
ber, two weeks after the regular racing
season 18 closed.

Joyner Is one of the best-known trainers
of thoroughbreds !n America. During the
past decade he has had charge of the thor-
oughbreds owned by August Balmont, Perry
Belmont and David Gideon. He has won a
number of Important races with a few
horses, the most notable of which was
Ethelbert, winner of the Metropolitan
handicap as a three-year-old.

Rumor was rife .at Saratoga last night
that Sydney Paget will have a large string
of thoroughbreds next season, and that the
yearlings he secured this spring are only a
small portion of the herses that will run In
his name. It is reported that he does not
own the horses outright, but that he will
act as a partner or agent for James RB.
Haggin, the multi-millionaire breeder of
thoroughbreds, who owns in partnership
or has farmed out more race horses than
any other man in the world. -

FIRST CASE AT THE HAGUE.

Dispute Between United States and

Mexico to Be Arbitrated.

A special to the New York Tribune from
London today says: The peace congress of
The Hague left behind it a complex arbl-
tration machine which will be brought into
use for the first time next week. A dis-
pute between the United States and Mexico
involving clatms amounting to $1,800.000, is
the case submitted to the international
court. The origin of the controversy i{s an
endowment made two hundred years &go
for the benefit of the Jesuits and other re-
liglous orders when California and Mexico

were Spanish possessions. Settlement was
made after the confiscation of the religious
properties by the Mexican republic, and
there was prolonged consideration of the
evidence before the mixed claims commls-
sion In Washington. The claimants are va-
rious Roman Catholic bodies In California,
who complaln that Interest payments have
been suspended by the Mexican government
since 1873, when the commission finished its
work. Two arbitrators had been selected
by the American government from the lists
of the permanent tribunal at The Hague,
and two by the Mexican government, and an
umpire will be chosen in the course of a few
days. The case will be opened by two at-
torneys representing the United States gov-
ernment, and they will be supported by spe-
cial counsel, including Henry B. Armes
and others, who have made a close study
of the evidence. The Mexican government
will have the same privileges In presenting
a defence. The proceedings will begin about
the 1st of September, and are likely to last
several weeks, The co-operation of all the
governments represented at the peace con-
gress was secured long ago in setting up
the mechanism for the adjudication of in-
ternational disputes and the prevention of
war, but the wheels have not moved be-
cause there was no case before the court.
The tribunal will now have its first prac-
tical trial.

TRAMP IN ROLL OF GHOST.

He Got Free Lodgings for Long Time
by Rause.

A dispateh from Springfield, Mass,, ves-
terday says: A ghost mystery in the house
of No. 159 Main street, which was occupied
by Mrs. Anton Miller, who was murdered
by a former suitor, was solved by the po-
lce today. The house was vacated soon
after the tragedy and for several weeks
sirange lights have flashed from the win-
dows at night and ghoullsh sounds have
greeted the ears of those who undertook to
investigate.

The police searched the house at _un-
seemly hours on several occasions without
finding any traces of the ghost. About 2
o'clock this morning the assistance of the
police was again ifnvoked. When the of-
cers demanded admittance in the name of
the law they were greeted with a blood-
curdling shriek, which caused the self-con-
stituted escort of nelghbors to take to its
heels.

The door was forced and the police found
the house in apparent darkness. A ray of
light gleamed through a keyhole of a bed
room, which the police also found locked.
The door was broken down just as the
ghost was in the midst of an unusually
weird shrisk.

The ghost, who proved to be an ingenious
tramp, stopped short when he saw the of-
ficers. He gave his name as Charles Potts.
The ghost impersonation, he said, had pro-
vided him with lodgings for several weeks.

- FEELING AGATNST GERMANY.

Bishop of Nancy Makes Significant
Remarks at Reunion,

A dispatch from Berlin yesterday says:
The outburst of French feeling against
Germany that took place at the celebration
of the anniversary of the battle of Mars-
1a-Tour (or Vionwille), fought August 1,
1870, 1s described circumstantially by a cor-
respondent telegraphing from Strasburg.
Many inhabitants of Lorralne crossed the
frontier in order to participate in the cere-
monies. Bishop Turinaz of Nancy, address-
ing these persons, sald:

“You come across the border in spite of
German cannon and in spite of the unhap-
piness hanging over your provinces to show
here, on French soll, your unshaken fidelity

to the old fatherland. Through your very
presence you ask the silent but eloguent
questions: ‘How long shall we wait for you?
When will you come to liberate us? "

Gen. Cuny, who followed, sald:

“Comrades of 1870: You have come here
in order to send fraternal greetings across
the Moselle Voges to

The Telephone Surgically Used.
From the S lentific Americau.

According to a London medical journal,
several London hospital surgeons are now
using the telephone whenever they have
occasion to probe for bullets or other me-
tallic objects Imbedded In the body of &
person. The recelver of the telephone is
placed on the head of the operator, and the
patient is placed In the usual manner, in
contact with a plate, the general medium
employed belng & wet sponge or some
paper saturated with a saline solution,
which 1 spread over the plate. The latter
is connected with a telephone by wire, and
the probe, after it has been introduced
into the body, vibrates as soon as the for-
elgn metallic substance comes Iin contact
with it. The probe is also connected with
the telephone by a wire, and thus mo such
blunder is possible as sometimes happens
when an ordinary battery is used. When
a telephone Is used in this way, the plate
acts as onc pole and the probe as the other.
Needles, bullets, grains of shot and pleces
of steel and copper have been easily lo-
cated by use of this simple method, The
only Instances when the telephone does not
work satisfactorily are when the objects
to be located are of the same metal as
the probe. French and German surgeons
have been following these experlments in
London with the Intention of introducing

the same method inte the hosplitals of Ber-
lin and Paris.
